A LECTURE BY MRS. ARTHUR 
STRONG.— By invitation of 
the Trustees of the Museum, Mrs. 
Arthur Strong, Assistant Direc- 
tor of the British School of Archaeology in 
Rome, and a leading authority on Roman 
Sculpture, will give an illustrated lecture 
entitled Art and Empire — the Influence 
of Imperialism on Later Antique Sculpture, 
in the Lecture Hall of the Museum on Mon- 
day afternoon, December ist, at four 
o'clock. This lecture will be open to the 
public without tickets. 

Lectures on Egypt. — Albert M. Lyth- 
goe, Curator of the Department of Egyp- 
tian Art, will give two lectures in the Lec- 
ture Hall of the Museum on Monday after- 
noons, November 17th and 24th, at four 
o'clock, upon the following subjects: — 

Monday, November 17. Excavating in 
Egypt, — its Problems and Methods. 

This lecture will cover many of the ques- 
tions which are met in the work of exca- 
vation in Egypt, such as the character and 
selection of sites, the organizing and train- 
ing of native workmen, and the methods 
employed in the work of the Museum's 
Egyptian Expedition. 

Monday, November 24. An Egyptian 
Tomb recently acquired for the Museum. 

Through the generosity of Edward S. 
Harkness, a Trustee of the Museum, it 
proved possible during the past season's 
work of the Museum's Expedition to ob- 
tain, by purchase from the Egyptian Gov- 
ernment, a most interesting and imposing 
monument — the large tomb, at Sakkara, 
of Per-neb, a dignitary of the Fifth dynas- 
ty, about 2700 B. C. This tomb is now in 
the Museum, in pieces, but cannot yet be 
erected in the galleries, for lack of space. 
The lecture will include a description of it, 
with illustrations, and an account of its 
removal from Sakkara. 

Both lectures will be illustrated with 
lantern slides, and will be open to the pub- 
lic without tickets.

Saturday Evening and Copying. — 
To meet the needs of those students who 
can use the Museum for sketching and 
copying only on Saturday evening, when 
the hours of opening are regularly ex- 
tended to ten o'clock, the Trustees have 
amended the rule, heretofore in force, 
regarding the use of drawing-boards and 
easels on that day, and will from now on 
permit their use from six until 10 P. M. 

In this connection, it should be said, 
since it may not be generally known, that 
the Museum provides a room for the con- 
venience of copyists, furnished with lock- 
ers, and racks for the storage of canvases, 
boards, etc. 

Trustees' Reception To Episcopal 
Church Delegates. — A special recep- 
tion given by the Trustees of the Museum 
and the Bishop of the Episcopal Church in 
New York, Dr. David H. Greer, to the 
Bishops and clerical and lay deputies to the 
Triennial Convention of the Episcopal 
Church, was held at the Museum on Thurs- 
day evening, October 9th. The guests 
were received by Messrs. Joseph H. Choate, 
Robert W. de Forest, Howard Mansfield, 
and Edward S. Harkness, on the part of 
the Board, Bishop Greer, and Mrs. de Forest, 
Mrs. Greer, and Mrs. Edward Robinson. 
Over five thousand persons attended. 
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A programme of music by the New York 
Symphony Orchestra, under the direction 
of David Mannes, was rendered during 
the evening. 

Mr. Winlock's Lecture. — In the Jan- 
uary number of the Bulletin will be found 
a synopsis, with illustrations, of the lecture 
on The Past Season's Excavations of the 
Museum's Expedition at Thebes, given in 
the Museum on October 3rd, by Herbert 
E. Winlock, Assistant Curator in the 
Egyptian Department. 

Museum Lectures. — Besides the gal- 
lery talks for teachers in the public 
schools to be given by the Instructor as a 
part of the Museum's regular work with 
the schools — these were announced in the 
September issue of the Bulletin — and the 
lectures announced above, several other 
courses of talks or lectures, for the general 
public, and for teachers, pupils, and those 
interested in bringing schools and museums 
into closer relationship, will be given during 
the winter months. 

These are a course offered by the College 



of the City of New York as one of its ex- 
tension courses for teachers and given 
at the College by Louis Weinberg, sup- 
plemented by a study of the originals in 
the Museum galleries under the direction of 
the Museum Instructor; two courses of 
talks given under the auspices of the School 
Art League, one consisting of five lectures 
by Leigh Hunt, James B. Carrington, Her- 
bert W. Faulkner, Frank A. Parsons, and 
Alfred W. Martin for the members of the 
League, and one consisting of five talks 
for elementary school pupils by Dr. J. P. 
Haney; and a course of sixteen lectures on 
the Appreciation of Art, a Study of Origi- 
nals in the Museum, given in connection 
with the extension courses of Columbia 
University by Dr. George Kriehn.
